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PUBLIC WORKS: FOR ~ Canadian Cht luncheon | Coming Events 


RED ‘DEER DISTRICT) ‘ Dr. Robertson Speaks. 


‘This was the heading of an 
article on the front page of the 
Advocate last week, in which 
states that Mr. Welliver interviewed 
the Minister of Public Works last 
week with regard to public works, 
and stated that as a result of his 
representations certain things were 
promised. We are pleased ‘to have 
Mr. Welliver use his influence to 
in getting public improve- 
ments for the city and, district—we 
are willing to. give him all the credit 
due for his assistance,—yet we are 
not disposed to give him all” the 
credit, as the Advocate seems, to do. 

1. The first claim states that as a 
result of his representations the Gev- 
ernment has set aside $5,000.00 for 
the improvement of roads in this 
district, and goes on to indicate 
where this road work is to be done. 
As a matter of fact the constitu- 
ency has not had less than $5,000.00 
in any one year, and generally ex- 
ceeds that amount considerably, and 
ig an annual expenditure common to 
all the constituencies throughout the 
province, which was voted by the 
members* of the House for that 
specific purpose. Regarding the par- 
ticular work authorized, Mr. Mich- 
ener has been in correspondencé-with 
the Goveenment for over a month 
concerning work in all parts of the 
riding. Just previous tc the last 
election miles of corduroy were laid 
which have never yet been covered. 
Some have floated away with the 
water ; the others have been subject 
to fire. Mr. Michener has been urg- 
ing strongly upon the Government 
the necessity of covering the cor- 
duroy, which was placed beiore the 
last election, and has secured the 


| promise of the Department to take 


care-of the worst places in the dif 
ferent parts of the riding, but that 
no large expenditures can be made 
on account of the: lack, of money. 

2. The Government has definitely 
decided, he says, to build the Clear- 
water bridge. This was promised to 
Mr. Michener last. fall during the 
session, when a petition was pre- 
sented to Mr. Mitchell, the Minister 
of Public Works, and Mr. Mitchell 
personally promised Mr. Michener to 


Si build the bridge as soon as possible. 


Some time ago Hon. Chas. Stewart, 
now Minister of Public Works, wrote 
Mr. Michener in reply to correspond- 
erice regarding this bridge, promising 
‘to build it at an early date. The 
following is a copy of the letter 
written during the month of March : 

Edmcnton, Alta., March 31, 1914. 

Dear Sir,—Your favor of the 28th 
instant to hand with respect to 
bridge crossing the Clearwater riv- 
er. We have decided to place a 
bridge there, which we will have to 
remove from a point at which we 
have extra heavy traffic, and at 
which we have to place heavy con- 
struction, so that it will be some 
time late in the season before we get 
the bridge completed at Rocky Moun- 
tain House, but we have decided to 
have this matter attended to this 
year.

STEWART, 
Minister of Public Works. 
To E. Michener, Esq., M.P.P., 

Copies of this letter have been 
sent to the people at Rocky Moun- 
tain House by Mr. Michener. 

3. The third expenditure mentioned 
is that of $3,000.00 appropriated for 
the proposed overhead crossing at 
the south part of the city over the 
C.P.R. track. This matter was tak- 
en up with the Government last 
summer, and was promised, but ap- 
parently on account of lack of funds 
it was left over until this year, so 
that Mr. Welliver could hardly take 
all the eredit for this, having only 
gone up last week. 

4. The fourth expenditure he men- 
tions is that of road improvement 
on the Edmonton trail to Blacktalds 
as a part of the general scheme to 
improve the Edmonton trail from 
Edmonton to Calgary. This policy 
was adopted two years ago by the 
Government, and the appropriation 
was made’ by the men-bers of the 
House two sessions ago for this 
work. The work was started from 
the north and south, and this year 
they are to complete the part which 
runs through the Red Deer riding. 
Again Mr. Welliver can hardly claim 
credit for having secured this for 
Red Deer. / 

5. The fifth matter was that of the 
Court House site. This question is 
the only one which has not been fin- 
ally settled by Mr. Welliver as a re- 
sult of his trip to Edmontcn, but 
we may inform Mr. Welliver that 
this matter has been discussed by 
the member with a number of the 
n-embers of the Government, and he 
states he has every reason to believe 
that it will receive the favorable 
consideration of the Government, and 
has encouragement also with = res- 
pect to the construction of a Land 
Titles Olfite and Court House as 
soon as funds are ‘available for 
that purpose. 

Wo may state that our member, 
Mr. Michenor, does not make a pub- 
lic announcement every time he vis- 
its Edmonton tv look after the in- 
terests of this constituency. Tn an 
interview he informs us he has made 
soveral special trips to Tdironton, 
as well as a large volume of cor- 
respondence with regard to the dif- 
feront matters referred to, as well 
ns other matters of interest to the 
district.

to a luncheon prepared by the ladies 
of the church, and afterwards listen- 


ed to one of thebest addresses ever 
deliveted in Red Deer. The guest 
of the day was Dr. Jas.. W. 


Robertson, Chairman of the Dom- 
inion Commission cn Technical ,Hdu- 
cation. : 

At the conclusion of the luncheon, 
G. W. Greene, President of the Club, 
called upon the Secretary to read 
the correspondence. 

A letter. was read from Dr. John 
Collison, now in:England, congratu- 
lating the members on their aus- 
picious start and wishing them every 
success. i 

wWames from applicants for memr 
bership was also. read out, and cn a 
motion from Rev..W. G. Brown were 
referred to the, executive. 

Geo. W. Greene said it was a pleas- 
ure tc preside;at such a_ meeting. 
Everybody had enjoyed the luncheon, 
which was a.credit: to the ladies who 
had_ provided ‘it, but he was sure 
there was a greater treat in store 
for them in listening to Dr. 
Robertson’s address. He would there- 
fore waste no. time but introduce 
the guest to them. 

Dr. Robertson;on rising, said he 
was glad to come to Red Deer again 
to meet old friends, and perhaps 
make new ones, which was always 
worth a journey. He was reminded 
of the growth of the west as he 
went frem place to place; of its 
ercat attainments, and of its great 
achievements. The people of Canada 
were accustomed to public speeches 
commencing and finishing with flat- 
tery, from which nobody was helped, 
but simply fed on froth. iFfe wanted 
to get away from that style of 
thing and should speak the truth, 
though there would be no malice in 
his remarks. His subject would be 
the education of our young people. 
As Chairman of the Dominion Com- 
mission of Education, he had travel- 
led many countries, and had found 
that we could not in any way com- 
pare favorably with any of them in 
true education. 

In Denmark, where the education 
of the young was so different, you 
would not see a farm without a 
well kept lawn. If we wanted les- 
sons we had to look into the prac- 
tices of people. What pecple ever 
came‘-to any greatness in character 
or achievement except those 
welded together with poverty and 
danger. Most of the poverty was 
caused by our neglect in training 
the young people. They were turned 
out of the schools unfit and untrain- 
ed, and we shall make this a new 
earth when every boy and girl shall 
be trained for his or her position in 
life. There was no reason why we 
should not have a common purpose in 
‘training the young people to become 
the greatest race on earth. This 
ccuntry has neglected its training, 
while other countries have gone 
ahead. Our education is in the hands 
of inexperienced teachers. What 
could girls of nineteen years of age 
know of experience except that gain- 
ed from bcoks. Germany had 
65,000 trained men of experience, and 
socially they were held higher than 
doctors and lawyers, and deservedly 
so, for were they not the people who 
built up the character of the young, 
and could a man, render greater ser- 
vice? The nation rewarded these men 
for their services, they were provid- 
ed with residences and their families 
were looked after at the expense cf 
the state. 

Our schools are sacred to educa- 
tion. That is, limited to what we 
learn from books, but it was only a 
paltry education. He believed in ten 
years from now children would go to 
school at the age of seven years able 
to read, write and figure just as well 
as they could talk. The illiterates in 
Canada were fifteen per cent. to one- 
half per cent. in Denmark. 

The Doctor illustrated very ably 
the system now in operation in Ger- 
many and Denmark, and some — of 
the schools in England and Scot- 
land, where the people have just 
woke up to the facet that there was 
too much. book [earning and not 
enough technical training. [n some 
of the public schools in Scotland 
fourteen trades were being taught, 
and these were followed up with 
continuation schools, so that when 
the hoy left school he was ready for 
the trade he was most fitted for. 
The same training for the boys and 
girls would have to be carried out 
here, and specially trained men were 
needed for the rural districts, who 
would be not only of value to the 
children, but to the farmer as well. 
He illustrated what could be done 
by co-operation, and pointed out that 
it was not beyond our power to raise 
the necessary money in ‘taxes tc do 
this work for the sake of the young 
people. He did not think the people 
here wore dead to this subject, but 
simply apathetic. 

We have no space to give Dr. 
Rohertson’s address in full, but 
would like to say that those who had 
not the privilege of hearing him 
missed far more than they can ever 
realize. He thought that. with prop- 
er systematic education of the hands, 
as well as the brain, we could do 
the same as Denmark who, but a few , 
yoars ago, was about tho poorest of 
the European countries, but was

LIBERAL RECKLESSNESS. 


A Liberal paper said a few days 
ago that there is nothing sensation- 
al in the idea of wasting forty mil- 
lion dcllars of public money. That 
kind of thing is too common in Cana- 
da, and in a business such was was 
involved in the National Trancontin- 
ental a graft of a few millions is 
only to be expected. : 

What we wish our readers to notc 
is the refreshing frankness cf this 
statement. 

What we wish to anhialve more 
particularly is that it was made ‘‘a 
common occurence’ under kee 
rule. 

The ordinary lay mind can hardly 
grasp the amount involved in this 
gigantic steal. It would, if dis- 
tributed in Alberta, amount to one 
hundred dollars to every man, wom- 
an and child in the province. It 
would mean two dollars a day fora 
whole year to every working man 
in the province who has a family of 
five to support. 

And this is the kind of thing this 
Liberal paper says is a common 
occurreace. 

The desperate fight put up by the 
Liberal leaders during the last ses- 
sion of Parliament is now explained. 

They knew exposure of their evil 
deeds was coming, and they reasoned 
if the Conservative government could 
be forced to the country the Liberals 
might be returned to power and thus 
escape exposure. 

They failed. The exposures have 
come on time. The Liberal party is 
a discredited party. The people 
realize they were not thrown out 
of office a minute too soon, and it 
will. be a good many years _ before 
they again take up the reins. of 
government in Canada. 


KEEPING UP THE JOKE. 


That strong Independent Liberal 
paper, the Winnipeg Tribune, says : 

It is marvellous how completely 
partisan organs rely upon the credu- 
lity of the public. One would think, 
in view of the history of the ‘‘Lib- 
eral’’ party on the agricultural im- 
plement duties, that no member of 
the party—to say nothing of an 
organ with pretensions to intelli- 
gence—would be found risking his 
face in trying to carry on the 
tragic joke which has heen perpet- 
rated on the people cf the west by 
the Liberal party with regard to 
the agricultural implement duties. 
This is the party, the principal 
plank of whose platform was ‘‘free 
trade as they have it in England,” 
and the cbliteration of “every ves- 
tige of protection from the tariff’; 
and for twenty years its leader 
stalked about the country preaching 
“free trade as they have it in Eng- 
Jand,’’ and pledging the party to the 
hilt in the west, that the moment 
they got into office, agricultural im- 
plements wculd be placed upon the 


free list. For many years the lead- 
ers had gone about denouncing tho 


Tory administration because of its 
protective policy and especially be- 
cause of the high duties on agricul- 


tural implements. In -1894 the -Con- 
servatives reduced the duties on 
agricultural implements from 35 por 
cent. to 20 per cent. This, however, 
did not satisfy the Liberals who de- 
manded that the duties should be 
wiped out altogether, and on _ this 
platform the party attained office in 
1896. 

Were the duties wiped out? 

‘Not at all. There was a_ trifling 
reduction of 1 per cent. cr 2 per 
cent. on a few articles, but any 
advantage that might be reaped by 
the farmers from this was taken 
away by the imposition of an arbi- 
trary valuation on the implements, 
which kept the price on ‘the imple- 
ments, so far as the farmer was 
concerned, .quite as high as before. 
So much for the ante-office pledges 
of the Liberals, and so much for 
their performance when they had 
the opportunity. 

Since Mr. Borden has attained 
power the duties have been reduced 
to some extent on implements, and 
it has been an open secret for a 
considerable time that it was the 
intention of the Conservative admin- 
istration to reduce the duties at the 
present session to 10 per cent. The 
Liberal manipulators, hearing of 
this, thought, no doubt, to spike the 
guns of the government and take 
away the natural kudos that would 
fow to it from the proposed reduc 
‘tion and so a resolution was recent- 
\v introduced in Parliament by some 
liberals calling for free agricultura] 
implements. In view of the histcry 
of the party, everybody with any 
gumption knew that thi was merely 
a piece of grand-stand play for the 
purpose of trying to forestall the ac- 
tion of the Conservatives. The Con- 
servatives very naturally and very 
properly voted .the resolution down, 
stating ‘that their policy would be 
announced when the budget speech 
was delivered. It is still believed to 
te the intention of the government 
to reduce the duties to 10 per cent. 
on the average. If they do this they 
vill have ‘conferred a special benefit 
pon the farmers. 

The ammsing point about the free 
trade and protective proclivities of 
the two parties is that while the 
Liberals professed in opposition to 
be in favor of free trade, in office 
they practiced quite as vicious a 
brand of protection as the Tories 
ever carried on. On the other hand 
the Tories have always professed to 
be protectionist in principle, but 
their conduct, especially on the agri- 
cultural implement duties, demon- 
strates them to be the real party of 
reform and the party of low tariff. 


THE CANADIAN NORTHERN. 


The Wall Street Journal has been 
giving scme attention to the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway, and after a 
few observations upon what has been 
done on the Canadian Pacific the 
Grand Trunk Pacific and the third 
transcontinental line, it gives the fol- 
lowing very interesting and impor- 
tant facts relating to the last men- 
tioned road : 

This Canadian Northern line across 
the Rocky Mcuntains through the 
Yellow Head Pass will be the lowest 
grade line on the American conti- 
nent, and with its low grade Ameri- 
can transcontinental lines may have 
to reckon in the future. 

The Union Pacific crossed the Roc- 
ky Mountains at a height of 8,000 
feet, with a grade of 24 per cent, or 
126 feet, to a mile. The Northern 
Pacific follewed with the same grad- 
es, but crossed the mountains at a 
height of 7,000 feet. The Great 
Northern followed the same grades, 
and crossed at a height of 6,000 
feet. The St. Paul Extension crosses 
at 7,000 feet, and has a maximum 
grade of about 90 feet to the mile. 

Butthe Gragd Trunk Pacific and 
the Canadian Northern cross the 
Rockies at a height of 3,700 feet, and 
both have a maximum grade of four- 
tenths of one per cent, or a rise of 
only 21 feet to the mile. The Ameri- 
can roads cross three mountain reng- 
es, while these two Canadian lines 
cross only one. 

The Canadian Pacific, lying to the 
South of the other two Canadian lin- 
es, has to cross two mcuntain rang- 
es. But it likewis¢é has two lines 
across the Rockes. The main line 
uses the maximum grade of 24 per 
cent, and crosses the Rockies at 5,000 
feet altitude. 

One locomotive and one 
crew on the Canadian Northern will 
care for a load of 2,500 tons from 
Seattle and Vancouver to the Great 
Lakes. On the American lines a 
single crew and engine could only 
carry 500 tons, except by additional 
power, over the three mountain 
ranges. 

Grain on the Canadian Northern 
Railroad will run dewn the west 
slope of the Rocky Mountains 600 
miles to the Pacfie Ocean without an 
adverse grade. 

What Canada is, and is to be, in 
the world’s granaries, is well indi-

cated by the fact that on this line 
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between the Minnesota border and 
the Rccky Mountains every railroad |’ 
station except one has today ° ‘its, 
grain elevator. : 

It is estimated ‘that Canada has 
300,000,000 aercs of whoat. lands’ in 
its three Western Prairie Provinces, 
and: that only 6 per cent. has ‘yet 
been turned by the plow. 

Today’s werld consumption of 
wheat, 4,000,000,000 busliels, could 
be produced in Canada alone.
